Germany Tells Turkey to Bar U. S. 
Relief Vessels. 


Washington, March 22.—Turkoj 
again notified the 
state 
depart 
ment that neither 
Germany 
noi 
Austria-Hungary had 
indicated 
a 
willingness to give assurances foi 
the safe passage of the American 
cruiser I)es Moines and the Anier 
iean naval collier Caesar from AI 
exandria, Egypt, to Beirut to do 
liver relief supplies to the destitute 
Syrians and to bring out one thou 
sand or more American refugees. 
The 
plight 
of 
the 
Americans 
stranded at Beirut is causing in­ 
creasing concern here, for officials 
feel they virtually have exhausted 
♦ •very diplomatic resource to reach 
them. 
Ambassador Elk us 
is 
ex 
pected to renew' his efforts for a 
safe conduct, but in the face of the 
growing 
seriousness 
of the situa­ 
tion between the United States and 
Germany, there is little hope that 
any guarantees will be given m ak­ 
ing it safe for the American vessels 
to proceed through the mined and 
patroled waters to 
their 
destina­ 
tion. 
Turkey, some time ago, consent 
ed to give such a 
guarantee 
for 
herself, hut Germany and Austria 
apparently have been procrastinat­ 
ing while their difficulties with the 
United States Were solving them­ 
selves.

REMODELING ANTES HOME 


W ar Correspondent’s Headquar­ 
ters at British Front in France, 
March 22.—“We would have starv­ 
ed it it had not been for the Amer­ 
ican relief commission,” declared 
a French woman in the city hall 
ol Nesle today to our correspond­ 
ent, speaking for herself and her 
two little children, 
their 
pallid 
laces and high cheek bones giving 
evidence of their privations. 
W herever one went in the terri­ 
tory recently evacuate! by the Ger­ 
mans the same story was repeated. 
It was repeatedly asserted, how­ 
ever, that within 
the 
past 
few 
weeks the Germans had appropriat­ 
ed some of the 
American 
relief 
stores to their own use, even to 
the extent of three-fourth of these j 
supplies. It also was said that the 
Germans took possession of the 
white flour found 
in 
the 
relief 
stores, issuing black flour instead 
to the inhabitants. 
One of the greatest ordeals the 
people had to endure, they said, 
was to stfind by 
and 
see 
their 
homes broken up as the German 
soldiers were leaving. 
At Rouy, however, ii was stated 
and reiterated by scores of per­ 
sons that the inhabitants of that 
village and others were gathered 
together in certain houses and told 
to remain there a certain number 
of hours while the Germans got 
away. 
While so herded together, 
they declared, the Germans had 
sent 200 shells into the village, 
killing several persons. 
The only persons seen in *the 
villages are old men, women and 
children. 
Bovs attaining the age 
of 16 or more since the Gemían 
occupation, together with many *>f 
the old men over military age have 
been engaged in work behind the 
German lines, after being taken 
prisoners. 
Many of these boys and old mc*n 
were compelled to work In trenches 
where they met many Belgians and 
tussians, the latter, of course, be­ 
ing prisoners of w*ar. It was assert­ 
ed one of the 
reasons 
for 
the 
wholesale deportation of Belgians 
was the necessity of the construc- 
ion of a new position for the Ger­ 
mans in their falling back move­ 
ments.

“Easter Mes- 
age,” quotes Herbert 
C. Hoover 
as saying that 
“America 
is only 
beginning to allow the awful bur­ 
den of suffering and destitution to 
rest upon her conscience." 
The m essage has just been mail­ 
ed to 
nearly 
100,000 
individual 
churches. 
The 
first m essage was 
issued in May, 1916. 
It lays stress upon the spirit of 
self-sacrifice shown by the peoples 
of the countries which have been 
involvd in the war. While America 
has given 9 cents per capita tor 
relief in Belgium, 
Tasmania has 
given $6.50 and New’ Zealand $1,- 
25. Canada has given much more 
in proportion to her numbers tban 
the United States for Belgium and 
for the relief 
of 
Armenians and 
Syrians, besides raising an army 
of half a million 
men 
and boys, 
with all 
the 
accompanying bur­ 
dens. The people of the warring 
countries, it is said, have definite­ 
ly accepted the spirit of self-sac­ 
rifice during 
the 
continuance of 
the war. This the m essage asserts, 
few Americans have done. 
The liberality of certain individ­ 
uals and churches is recounted in 
the m essage. W hile the American 
people have given less than 20 per 
cent per capita per year since the 
war began, a little church at Ow- 
ings, S. C., of for^y members, half 
of them children and none well to 
do, gives $40 per month. A small 
church at Pomfret, Conn., gives 
regularly at the

per 
capita per year. An Episcopal rec­ 
tor wTas given a legacy of $1,000.

Head of Union Pacific Complains 
at Brotherhood Acts. 
W ashington, March 20.—Robert 
S. Lovett, chairman of the Union 
Pacific board appearing before the 
joint congressional railroad com­ 
mittee, today advocated compulsory 
arbitration of differences betw’een 
the railw’ay em ployes in transporta­ 
tion service and the managers. 
“Those are the 
only 
disputes 
which the public is interested in," 
he said, adding that public interest 
was all that compelled railroads to 
agree to a settlem ent of the nation­ 
wide impending strike yesterday. 
“The railroads have come to be­ 
lieve,” he said, “that they can whip 
these strikes. 
My ow’n opinion of 
it is that if the public was not in­ 
terested w’e could w’hip them, but 
as railroads are sensitive to public 
opinion, they have submitted to de­ 
mands of the men." 
“Brotherhood 
members,” 
Mr. 
Lovett said, “have shown they have 
no regard for the public, congress 
or the supreme court. Their lead­ 
ers,’* he added, “should be stripped 
of their pow’er. No group of men
